The project proponents propose an environmental remediation of a pig manure dump and 
contaminated wetland located adjacent to the Sutton Brook Disposal Area. A total of 31,503 square feet of 
wetland impacts and 71,648 square feet of wetland replication are proposed. An Order of Conditions has 
been obtained from the Tewksbury Conservation Commission under the Wetlands Protection Act for the 
proposed work, and an application for a 401 Water Quality Permit has been submitted to the DEP. The 
Environmental Notification Form (ENF) is required as part of the 401 permitting process because more 
than 5,000 square feet of wetlands will be altered as a result of these remediation activities.
